And as the learned Kepler once ſaid, the Stars could 
work no Effects upon the Boiy of Min, were there not a ſtrong 
Principle in tis Miud which did harmonically and viviently clu'e weta 
their Inflience*, and lay hold upon all Occalions to eſtect them, 
This agrees with that excellent ſaying of Dr. Gell once in h:s Szrmon be- 
fore the Society of Aſtrolog er-. There 1s, (lath he} id bruti in Mea, 
that they live ſo much by S:aſe tnat it is a:moſt a ſtrauge thing chat 
the Aftrologer ſhould preoidt falſe, |

IV. Nothing is more certain, than that all Things were created by 
Almighty God at fir; and from thence it is reaſonable for us to

We 
are obliged to believe, that all Things were made for what they ate 
moſt fit to perform: And there is nothing in Nature of Power ſufficient 
to change the Qualities of Earthly Bodies, but the ſacred Influences and 
Energy of the Cœleftial World (1 mean the Sun, Moon ard Stars) which 
are undoubtediy, b, the wiſe Architecture of an All-fufficient and Im- 
mortal Being, placed in ſundry Diſtances and Spheres above us, for that 
very purpoſe; for no rational Man will pretend to deny, that God 
uſeth the Minifiry of the Heaveps, and Bodies therein c«ntained, for 
the ordinary Government and Adminiſtration of this lower World. 


V. No Man of an indifferent and common Senſe will cenſure the a 
trologian, who judges no further of future Events than as they are con- 
tri ved or revealed in the Cœleſtial Bodies, as Secondary Cauſes under 
God, the alone Author of our Being. 


This we do affirm, that God doth ordinarily govern that which he 
doth make by thoſe Things that are mace; as theſe inferior and ele-

But we do acknowledge all Ihings fy 
to ſublift, depend, live, and move in God; that if it pleaſeth him to 
withdraw his divine Power from them, they become null and void.

Of the ECLIPSES of the two great Luminaries for 
the Year 1780. . e 

N this Year there happens two Eclipſes of the Sun and 
as many of the Moon; out of theſe four, only one will 
be viſible in our Hemiſphere, they happen in the following 
Order, as they were tranſmitted to me by my aſtronimical 
Friend, Mr. Henry Andrews, Teacher of the Mathematicks 
at Rorſton in Herts, with whom Youth are conveniently 
boarded and taught, and made fit for Buſineſs ; he alſo makes 

Barometers and Thermometers to the utmoſt Exactneſs. 
The firſt is a ſolar Defect, upon Thurſday the 4th of May, 
at 55 Minutes paſt 12 o'Clock at Noon, but if the Sun 
thine ever ſo bright, we ſhall ſee no Eclipſe in theſe Parts 
of the World, by reaſon of the Moon's South Latitude. It 
will be a large Eclipſe at the Cape of Geo Hope, for in 
6 + Degrees of Weſt Longitude, and about 44 Degrees of 
South Latitude, the Sun will be centrally eclipſe! at Noou- 

day, and very near total. 

Ihe ſecond is a partial Eclipſe of the Moon, on Thurſday 
the 18th of May, the middle Time of which is at 2 Minutes 
aſt 11 o Clock in the Forenoon with reſpect to Londia, and 
the Eclipſe will be over at 3g Minutes paſt con, therefore 
none of it will be viſible to any Part of Europe; but in ail 
the Weſtern Parts of America, both North and South, as far 
as Cape Horn, this Eclipſe will be vitible; as alle Now 
Zealand, New Holland, the Phillippine I/les, Fapen, 7 c/o, 
and upon the Eaſtern Coaſts of China, aud Great Tor ary. 
Digits eclipſed at the middle are an Hand and an hat on 

the Moon's upper Limb. 
The third is another ſolar Eclipſe, and happens on Fri- 
day the 27th of October, at about half an Hour palt 5 
o'Clock in the Evening, but as the viſible Conjuntion of 
the Sun and Moon will be much later, no Pert of this 
Eclipſe will be viſible to us in Great- Britain.
